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Greetings 


To The Citizens of Union: 


The year 1972 has come and gone, and like all periods of 
time, it has left its mark on our lives, our environment, our 
land and our memories. We saw many changes take place, both 
at home and abroad. In our Town of Union there were such 
changes, and mostly for the good. The erection of several new 
homes and business enlargements boosted our Valuation, and the 
State of Maine Revenue Sharing helped to reduce the Tax Rate. 
In 1973, by applying the Federal Revenue Sharing to some of our 
commitments, the Tax Rate will be further reduced, which is 
welcome news to all of us. Our New Ambulance, which was 
purchased this past year with the combined help of the Towns of 
Appleton and Washington, is the pride of those communities it 
serves. We should be very thankful and proud of the Trained 
Crews who operate this ambulance; they are the finest in the 
State. 


Our Police Patrol, which was started over a year ago and 90% 
funded by the Emergency Employment Act, has proven to be a 
needed and profitable operation for the citizens of this town, as 
the Report of Mr. Simpson will show. We sincerely hope the 
residents will favor the continuance of this program in the event 
the funding is cut off. 


Besides the usual amount of maintenance on our Roads and 
Bridges, a new five (5) foot culvert and considerable grading 
was done on the Clarey Hill Road at Daggett Brook, and at the 
entrance to the Hawes Farm on Clarey Hill, gravel fill and an 
eighteen (18) inch culvert was installed. More surfacing and 
tarring was done on the Clarey Hill Road south from the Smith 
Farm. Nearly three (3) miles of Tar Cover was applied to our 
town roads and over one thousand (1,000) square yards of Hot 
Top. 


The Town Road Improvement funds were used on the Skid- 
more Road. From Simmons corner, south, nearly one-half mile 
was rebuilt. The State Aid Project on Depot Street will be com- 
pleted this coming summer and the final coat of Hot Top will 
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be applied. This project, which has been needed for many years, 
eliminates one more bad apple in the bucket, and brings us a 
little closer to the Union: that we all want. 


Your selectmen were able to secure a Grant of five thou- 
sand (5,000) dollars from the State of Maine for the purpose of 
a Preliminary Survey of the sewage problems of this town. The 
Curt E. Beal Consulting Engineers of Augusta has the contract. 
We wish to thank the Planning Board for their success and 
endeavors in their efforts for coming out with the Comprehensive 
Plan for the Town of Union, and more thanks to Isabel Abbott 
for the many, many cups of coffee, plates of cookies, cheese 
and doughnuts which she so willingly donated to help those un- 
tiring souls along the rough spots. 


Our newly appointed Park Commission has been busy in 
procuring Grants and making Plans for a better and larger 
Recreation Area at Ayer Park; which will be done there this 
coming summer. 


The Conservation Commission has been active in its efforts 
to preserve and improve our Environment. The time has arrived 
when we as residents should be more aware of what is happen- 
ing around us, to our land, our rivers, our lakes, our forests 
and the air we breathe. The Conservation Commission is one of 
the watch dogs to alert us and to assist in restoring and preserving 
our heritage. Give them all the help you can. 


We wish to thank the Chamber of Commerce for their help 
and assistance in making this a better town in which to live. 


In closing, we wish to thank all the officers and citizens of 
this, our fine Town for your united efforts and loyalty in help- 
ing to make this Town what it is today, Union.

ing me on patrol and in answering calls. The Knox County 
Sheriff's Patrol has been especially helpful and a very good re- 
lationship exists between the regular Sheriff's Patrol and this 
Department. Thanks also to Chief Hawes and his firemen and 
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the volunteers who assisted in the search for two lost boys last 
fall and to the many persons who have assisted and encouraged 


us in our effort to establish a Police Department in this community. 


Communications: Communications at present consist of one 
car radio which is owned by the Town and is on the Sheriff's 
frequency, but can monitor on the State Police frequency. We 
are able to contact the Sheriff's Department and communicate 
with the State Police Barracks in Thomaston on the frequency if 
necessary. Both Constable Stone and | have C.B. sets in our 
vehicles and a base C.B. set at home and thus have constant 
contact with each other. In addition, we both have seven channel 
monitors at home and can keep in touch with what is going on 
around in the state and other departments. Certain persons 
connected with Law Enforcement and Defense have indicated a 
desire to install Civilian Band Radios in their private vehicles 
and this would enable us to be in contact with more people in an 
emergency. The Police Department can be contacted by calling 
785-3161 or by CB on Channel 10, KBQ 9433. 

Patrol: This year we have patrolled 28,353 miles. All areas 
of Union are covered at some time during an eight-hour period. 
All business establishments are checked within each hour or hour 
and a half and periods of duty and patrol are staggered to pre- 
vent any pattern from developing. This type of deterrent patrol 
has resulted in there being only one major break-in in the last 
fifteen months which occurred at the Junior High School and has 
lowered the vandalism rate to zero. 

Remarks: The great need for this year is for the Town to vote 
to continue with a Police Department in the event Government 
Funds are no longer available. This would enable us to purchase 
a cruiser, which, fully equipped would be available under the 
Safe Streets Act. There is also a possibility with the Town’s 
acceptance of the Department of funds being available under the 
Act to enable a twenty-four hour coverage of the Town by the 
Police Department, with funds to hire another officer. We believe 
that with the establishment of a Police Department, full-time, the 
Selectmen have gone a long way towards making Union a safer

From January 1, 1972 to September 24, 1972, when the new 
ambulance was put into service, we had 52 calls and from Sep- 
tember 24 to December 31, we have answered 38 calls.

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Knox County 
Regional Planning Commission 


In January, 1972 Governor Curtis designated the Knox Region- 
al Planning Commission as one of eight planning districts in the 
State of Maine. This act of redistricting gave wider planning 
responsibilities and authority to the Regional Planning Commission. 
The area now covered by KRPC is known as the Eastern Mid- 
Coast District and is comprised of all Knox County and most of 
Waldo County; a total of thirty-two towns in all. 


It is anticipated that this broadened coverage has and will 
benefit the towns individually and collectively in matters of 
regional importance, especially where federal funding will be 
channeled through the Regional Planning Commission. 


During the past year, a specific effort has been made to 
acquaint the towns in both counties with the redistricting, and 
to discuss with them such projects as solid waste management, 
land use and shoreline zoning. This has been done by a series of 
meetings held in both counties and by several combined meetings 
with the Bath-Brunswick Area. 


KRPC also participated with the State Planning Office in the 
Coastal Zone Plan. This is a comprehensive study of the Pe- 
nobscot Bay Area, and is an attempt to identify some of the major 
land and water uses of the Maine Coast — present and future. 
It will be continued on into 1973. Reports on this endeavor 
were given at three meetings sponsored by KRPC during 1972. 
These also will continue; with advance press releases in order to 
inform as many citizens as possible. Also, published reports 
were made available for inspection in the KRPC office and for 
distribution to member towns. 


Another effort which produced satisfying results in 1972 was 
the formation of a-Citizen Participation Committee. This Commit- 
tee was drawn from various population levels in the two counties 
and formed a working body of concerned citizens. Among the 
projects of the Citizen Participation Committee was the advance- 
ment of a feasability study for a Vocational Center in this area. 
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The Citizens Committee, through their action, made this study 
a reality. 


With another year of progress in 1972 and a vigorous approach 
toward 1973 already begun, KRPC hopes for continued and 
improved cooperation with all thirty-two towns in the district. 
With this in mind, 1973 looks busy and encouraging for the 
commission. Knox Regional Planning Commission pledges its 
effort to inspire community leadership, to develop aggressive 
improvement progress and to maintain high standards of interest 
and resourcefulness.

This year your Parks Commission has confined its efforts to 
the improvement of Ayer Park. The following report will explain 
the lack of visible results. 

With the donations we received from the Clark Foundation 
($3,000.00), Hazen Ayer ($1,000.00), Camden National Bank 
($500.00), and the $500.00 appropriated by the Town, we 
applied for matching Federal funds to make a $10,000.00 im- 
provement to Ayer Park within its present boundaries. This 
called for having the parking lot on the other side of Route 235. 

We submitted these plans and they were approved, but be- 
fore we could get under way, we learned that the lot bordering 
the park on the north was available. The State Commission was 
immediately contacted and they informed us that if we resubmitted 
our application to include the purchase of this land, the State 
would match our $5,000 and the Federal Government would 
match the $10,000, giving us a total of $20,000.00 to be spent 
on the project. 

In accordance with Federal requirements we have submitted 
a professional appraisal of the adjacent property and are now in 
the process of resubmitting our application.

In accordance with Title 30, Section 5253, Maine Revised 
Statutes Annotated of 1964, as amended, an audit has been 
conducted of the financial records of the Town of Union for the 
fiscal year ended February 4, 1972. 


The examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such tests 
of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as 
were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Within the scope of the examination, the financial transac- 
tions were appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying commentary. 


In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in 
this report, present fairly the financial position of the Town at 
February 4, 1972, and the results of its operations for the period 
indicated.

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Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
and/or count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
disbursements and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined on a selective basis. Letters of confirma- 
tion were used on a test basis to verify the correctness of recorded 
assets and liabilities. 


Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources 
was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town 
meetings, as they pertained to financial affairs, were checked. 
Trust and reserve fund transactions were reviewed and invest- 
ments were verified. Insurance and surety bond coverages were 
determined. 


COMMENTS 
Departmental Operations 


The departmental operations for the year showed that a net 
Uunexpended departmental balance of $22,532.05 was lapsed to 
the unappropriated surplus account, per the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $ 29,089.00 
Overdrafts . 6,556.95 
Net Unexpended Balance $22,532.05 


The overlay and an unexpended balance in the roads and 
bridges account less tax abatements and an overdraft in the snow 
and ice removal account were the major factors contributing to 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed to surplus. 
The records did indicate that authority had been granted by the 
legislative body to allow overdrafts in appropriation accounts. 

* * * 

The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 

statements: 
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ASSETS . . . The general cash balance was $44,399.49 at 
February 4, 1972 and the change fund amounted to $50.00. The 
bank balance and the in transit deposits used in reconciling 
the cash balance were confirmed by the depository. The change 
fund was counted. 


Accounts receivable totaled $182.60 at the year end and rep- 
resented expenditures made for other municipalities’ welfare 
recipients. 


Taxes receivable totaled $8,842.02 at the year end. Of this 
amount $8,411.47 was for current year accounts and the remain- 
ing balance of $430.55 was for delinquent accounts dating from 
1966. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,311.15 
and $571.09 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . General fund liabili- 
ties consisted of collection commissions of $351.66 due the tax 
collector and $133.48 due governmental agencies for payroll de- 
ductions. 


Unexpended departmental account balances totaling $6,607.22 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or customary practice. 


Trust fund income of $7,293.76 was contained in the general 
fund. It is suggested that any trust fund monies in excess of cur- 
rent needs be invested. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $39,673.08, an in- 
crease of $15,642.31 for the year. The change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed 
less transfers for various current operations. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS... Trust funds totaling $63,312.74 
at February 4, 1972 represented principals of $51,424.64 and 
unexpended income of $11,888.10. With the exception of 
$8,243.76 due from the general fund, these funds were invested 
in various type securities and deposits in various banks. 


Capital reserve funds totaled $1,355.10 at the year end and 
were on deposit in the Camden National Bank. 
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General 


The use of excise tax revenue and transfers from surplus for 
various current year operations were voter authorized at the an- 
nual town meeting. 

Recommendations 


The following recommendations are worthy of consideration: 


Supplemental taxes should be committed by the Assessors 
to the Tax Collector as provided for by statute. 


The valuation record should be proven and should agree with 
the commitment to the Tax Collector. 


Monthly trial balances should be taken of the general ledger 
in order to keep audit costs at a minimum.
